IGNOKANTLY TREATED. 


The Board of Education m et last night, 
President A. E . Pomeroy in the chair, 
and Messrs. Cox, Elli?, Frew , Gosper, 
McIntosh, 
Powers, 
W oodbury 
and 
Whaling present. The proceedings were 
watched with a good deal of interest by 
Councilman Theo. Summ erland, who 
was seated by Mr. W haling, the m em ­ 
ber for his ward. 
A communication was received from 
Miss Florence A. Dunham suggesting a 
plan for a lecture course for the high 
school, with a threefold object. First, 
the advantage of the pupils; second, the 
securing of means for a library fund for 
the school; and third, that it would 
bring the high school before the atten­ 
tion of the public as an active and 
worthy institution of the city. The let­ 
ter contained detailed suggestions and 
named the following persons as suitable 
lecturers: 
Superintendent W. M. Fries- 
ner, Deputy A. M. Baker, Prof. Ira 
More, Miss Monks, 
Revs. Mathews, 
Brown. Fay, H utchins, Cantine, and 
Prof. Dickinson, with the remark that 
the writer thought most of them would 
glndly do so if called upon. 
On motion of Mr. Ellis it was resolved 
as the sense of the board that the plan 
proposed be approved by it, and that 
Miss Dunham be asked to call upon such 
members of the board or departm ent to 
aid her as she may deem fit to associate 
with her in the matter. 
Mr. Whaling 
raised a vigorous objection to the adop­ 
tion of the resolution and on the roll be­ 
ing called voted against it. 
The Superintendent’s report for the 
month of January last, showing a total 
enrollment of 6,751, of whom 3,372 were 
girls and 3,379 boys, and 297 new pupils, 
was read, approved and placed on file. 
The report of the finance committee, 
showing a balance of $78,896 29 on hand, 
including the county apportionment of 
$48,509, was read and adopted, and the 
usual number of demands were approved 
as read, Mr. Whaling as usual voting 
against them. 
Governor Gosper, of the building com­ 
mittee, made a lengthy report, in which 
he stated that certain extra work on the 
Savannah-street, Alpine-Btreet and high 
school buildings had been ordered done 
on the recommendation of Building In­ 
spector Muchmore and the architects. 
Mr. Muchmore was called upon to address 
the board on the subject, as ne was more 
fully versed in the details. 
Mr. Whaling 
made a vigorous objection, and an excit­ 
ing tilt ensued between him and Governor 
Goa;*»r, (luring which the latter said that 
Mr. W ualing’8 objections were very dis­ 
courteous. The chairman at this junc­ 
ture came to the rescue and allowed Mr. 
Muchmore to address the board, which 
ka did at some lengtn. 
In the matter of the heating and venti­ 
lation of the Bpring-street school, the 
building committee recommended that 
the clerk be authorized to advertise for 
bids for the sam e; and with respect to 
the room for the new kindergarten school, 
Governor Gosper reported that he had 
conferred with the trustees of the Con­ 
gregational society on the corner of Rail­ 
road and North Main Btreets, and had 
lound that it could be had for a rental of 
$15 per month. 
M r.W haling said one im portant m atter 
seemed to have been overlooked by the 
building committee, viz: that of tne re­ 
moval of the Railroad-stroet school house 
to its new site, and asked for its report 
on the m atter. 
Governor Gosper said 
tij.at his committee web not in a position 
to do SOf. and that they had not as yet 
done anything. 
Mr. Oox reported that 
in the m atter oí 
room for tiie chemistry 
class at the Spr'jng-Jtreet school, the 
Lankershim church near by could be 
rented from February. 15th to the end of 
June at the rate of 
per 
m onth 
and 
he suggested 
tiidt 
Mies Gib­ 
son,

to place one of her classes iliefein. 
He moved th at the building com m itiie 
be authorized to hire a room in the vicin • 
ity and fit up the cabin for the use of the 
chemical .class. 
Mr. W haling objected 
to the report of the building committee 
as a whole as involving too great an ex­ 
pense upon the finances of the board, 
which were not in a condition to justify 
it at present. 
On motion of Mr. Ellis the report was 
adopted and the building committee em­ 
powered to act upon its recommendation, 
in spite of Mr. W haling’s negative vote. 
A receEB of 5 m inutes was taken at this 
point in order to allow the members to 
inspect plans for tho necessary addi­ 
tional work upon the foundations of the 
high echool building, and when the 
board again came to order, Mr. W haling 
offered the following recommendation, 
which was carried unanimously :

a two-room school house in the vicinity 
of Date and Macy streets. 
A communication was received from 
the City Clerk, stating th at the m atter 
of the bid of 8. M. Stratton for the 
Amelia-street echoolhouse had been re­ 
ferred to the board by the Council. 
There being a dispute about Mr. Strat­ 
ton’s bid, on motion of Mr. Woodbury 
all the bids were rejected, and the Coun­ 
cil requested to advertise for ten days 
for new ones.

A g a i n s t i.o u I h c F e r r e t . 
Coroner Meredith held an inquest at 7 
o’clock last night at the undertaking 
parlors of M essrs. G arrett & Samson 
upon the body of Lenonie F. Alauzet, a 
native of France, 27 years of age, who 
died yesterday morning at her residence, 
No. 122 Aliso 6treet, under very distress­ 
ing circumstances. It was learned from 
the evidence adduced at the inquest that 
the deceased lived with her husband at 
the above address. 
About a week ago 
she was confined, and a midwife named 
Louise Perret, who lives at No. 122 Weill 
street, was summoned. 
On her arrival 
this woman informed Alauzet that it was 
not necessary to summon a physician, aa 
she could attend to his wife just as well. 
Accordingly the Frenchm an, who is in 
very straitened circumstances, allowed 
her to assum e control over his sick wife. 
It was stated that the woman was either 
incompetent or unable to afford Mme. 
Alauzet the required relief but instead of 
calling in a physician, she persisted in 
monopolizing the case. The consequence 
was that on Friday afternoon the suffer­ 
ing French woman was so seriously ill 
as to neceesitate the summoning of a 
physician, 
and 
Dr. Beaudonnet was 
called in. 
He found that the child 1-ad 
been dead for some time and that its body 
was partially decomposed. Dr. McGowan 
was called in,and Dr. John Hayes was also 
summoned, and with his assistance the 
poor woman was relieved. She was then 
suffering from blood poisoning and the 
doctors agreed that there was little or 
no hope for her, and although the usual 
antiseptic precautions were taken, the 
patient died yesterday morning. 
A post 
mortem exam ination was held and from 
the facts adduced the jury returned a 
verdict to the effect “ that the deceased 
came to her death from unnatural causes 
and that the 6ame were superinduced by 
iguorant treatm ent at the h ard s of Louise 
Perret.” 
The midwife was sick last 
night and unable to appear, but it is 
stated that a complaint will be issued 
today for her arrest.

object of that, provision in the charter, differ- 
ing as it does 
from the 
provision in the 
old 


charter on the 
subject, 
is very manifest, and 


was designed 
to throw around 
the treasury of 


the city ev,.ry safeguard 
possible. 
Heretofore 
a mere motion of the Council was sufficient to 
authoriz9 an officer of the city to incur an in- 
debtedness 
not to exceed 
$300. 
Now it can 
only be done by an ordinance, which must be 
approved by the Mayor, the purpose 
of which 


was to bring before 
the Mayor the propriety of 
incurring the Indebtedness 
and giving him the 
power to veto such of the ordinances 
aa were 
not 
justified by the 
demands 
ot the public 


service, the manifest 
purpose of which was to 
clothe the executive with a supervisory power 
over the public expenditures. 
I have from time totime since the beginning 
of the present administration called 
the atten- 
tion of your honorable body to this plain pro- 
vision of the organic law, inthe hope that it 
might result in the abandonment 
by your 
hon- 
orable body of the Illegal method

ing officers of the city government by a mere 
motion,

had become 


financially embarrassed 
and had set fire 


to his premises 
to raise 
the wind. 
As 


Ctiapman at tbe time of the first fire had 
gone to W. J. Brodiick and told him he 
suspected Lattimore of the deed, and 
as 
after the second fireall the insurance had 
been canceled 
on Chapman's place, this 


theory would not 
work. 
The first fire 


destroyed 
.$2,000 worth of property, and 
the 
insurance 
came 
to 
$350. 
The 


second 
fire 
destroyed 
a barn 
worth 


$700 to $1,000, with eighty tons 
of hay, 


and the insurance 
amounted to only $500. 
Anyfire after 
this was a total loes 
to 


Chapman as he had no insurance 
on his 


property. 
This is surmised 
to be 
vhe 


reason why Lattimore 
changed 
bis base 


as to his theory of the fires. 
Yesterday 


he went on the stand 
and cooly 
swore 


that in 1887, one day in September, 
Scott 


Chapman, 
son of A. 8., was in an orange 


house on the ranch with the negro, 
and 


there developed a plan for their mutual 
benefit. 
Lattimore 
alleges 
that Scott 


had a gray mare which he wished to soil 
for $250. They had been speaking of some 
lots young 
Chapman 
had 
bought 
but 


could not pay for.

itas, of the mission, were discussed 
and 


other affairs that called 
for ready 
cash. 


The negro was to sell tbe gray mare and get 
a commission, 
then the talk drifted into 


a plan by which Scott Chapman and the 
negro conspired to burn down the build- 
ings of his father to get money out of the 
old man. 
The elder Chapman 
was to be 


driven 
away 
and the ranch 
was to be 


leased to the negro. 
Lattimore also al- 


leged bad feeling as existing between the 
two Chapmans 
and between

man and his stepmothers 


The whole business 
is very novel in its 


boldness, 
but it looks as if the negro had 


put 
his bead 
in the halter this time. 


Scott 
Chapman 
went on tbe stand and 


denied 
in toto the negro's testimony in

every particular.

man followed in the same strain. 
Hud- 


dleson, the man who lived in the house 
the negro is charged 
with burning, was 


alleged to be a party to the conspiracy. 
He followed the elder Chapman 
and gave

The other charge is of conduct 
prejudicial to good order 
and military 


discipline. 
Itspecifies that on the 10th

Palmer declared 
to another 
officer that 


Colonel Rußsell, his ranking officer, had 
ordered him toreturn to camp, 
but that

and asked about the charges. 
"Theyare 


a trumped-up piece of business," 
said he, 
"really emanating from Colonel Ruseell, 
in whose handwriting they are, ahhongl 
they are signed by Captain Green.

Production. 


Seventeen 
or eighteen 
years ago the 


-orange 
producer of Los 
Angeles 
found 


himself with a limited market but with a 
still more limited production. 
The orange 


orchards of this county were restricted in 
number,as 
were those ofSan Bernardino 


?county. 
The market 
was 
confined 
to 


San Francisco and the Pacific Coast. 
At 


that time it was supposed 
that the city 


of the Golden Gate could perhaps 
yearly 


absorb 
five million 
oranges 
from the 


Southern 
counties, 
in addition to those 


which reached 
that market from Tahiti 


and South and Central America, 


The history ofthe early culture of the 
- 


ora gd in Southern 
California is quite pe- 


culiar. 
Old John 
Wolfskill, of 
happy 


'memory, was the 
great 
apostle 
of this 


now powerful and prosperous 
industry. 


The tradition runs 
that a cargo of Tahiti 


Oranges, in a rotten state, 
put into San 


Pedro, and that Mr. Wolfskill thought 
that it would be a happy thought to plant 
some of the seeds. 
The result 
was 
the 


superb 
Wolfskill orange 
grove, which 


stood 
where the Arcade Depot 
of the 


Southern Pacific Railway now stands. 


Eighteen years 
ago 
orange 
orchards 


planted by Don Benito Wilson, L.J. Rose 
and others, ornamented 
the 
San Gabriel 


valley. 
There 
were 
quite 
a 
number 


of orchards in the San Bernardino valley, 
principally in eld San Bernardino 
and 


on adjoining ranches, 
such 
as the Van 


Leuven, the Barton, etc., that contributed 
to the 
orange 
supply 
distributed from 


Southern 
California over 
the 
Pacific 


Coast. 
But San Bernardino 
county, as 


an orange producer, at that time had not 
really begun to exist. 
Riverside, as late 


as the spring of 1873, was a mere sheep 
range, 
which 
was 
being 
licked 


into 
shape 
by 
Judge 
North. 
In 


April of 
that 
year 
there 
were 
only 


a half a dozen 
houses 
pn the splendid 


expanse 
which now comprises 
Riverside, 


Arlington and all the 
adjoining settle- 


ments. 
All that 
superb 
development, 


the 
cap-sheaf 
of which 
is the 
new, 


promising and 
exquisite 
It9dlands, 
at 


the time which we make 
our standard 
©fdeparture, 
had not even been dreamed 


of in the wildest imaginings of the san- 
guine. 
In fact, Redlands 
is a creation 


of the last four or five years?a 
creation 


bo pregnant 
of profit and beauty, that 


limits can scarcely be set to the futu c 
of this section, in view of the instant 
accomplishment 
of 
such 
resplendent 
possibilities. 


This brief hint of the development 
of 


the orange in Los Angolaa naturally loads j 
np 
to 
the 
inquiry, 
ia it 
possible 
to 


overdo the culture of the orange,- that is 
to say, 
is it possible 
to 
overstock 
the 


market? 


In such an inquiry regard 
should 
be 
had to the statistics 
cf European 
coun- 


tries. 
Of osurse, 
tbe 
temptation 
is 


natural to suppose 
that the consumption 


of the citrus fruits in the United 
States 


might furnish something like a standard 
to gauge the world's 
markets. 
Thiß is 
highlyabsurd. 
A table ofthe exports of 


oranges 
from, the 
three 
leading orange 


ehippiog ports ofItaly, Naples, 
Messina 
and Palermo, chow that, for a period of 
ten years, the average yearly 
shipments 


of oranges fron: these three 
ports alone 
amounted in value to $25,000,000. 


Southern 
California is shut out from 


no market 
to which the Italian orange 


has access, 
and the first quality of the 


Southern 
California oranges 
are incom- 


parably ahead 
of their Italian rival. The 


extent of country which can produce cit- 
rus fruits in 
perfection 
is limited. 
It 


embraces, 
in the United States, a narrow 
Strip in Florida, Louisiana and Southern 
Ca'ifornia. 
In bctb the former States 


the region will be 
steadily curtailed 
be- 


cause, every seven 
or eight 
years, wiil 
come along a severe time of frosts, which 
willnot only kill the fruit but the trees 
as 
waj. 
This 
experience 
has alrpidy 
n9arly andedorangeculture 
in Louisiana. 
In 18SE itkilled half the orap;g0 orchards 
ofFlorida. 
This year it 
annihilated 
orange growing in thpj Northern Citrus 
Belt of

? orangejpTwers will be left ina practically 
yTinuisputetl possession 
of the field, with 


?ihe markets 
of the United States and the

fairer prospect

aetker after gold. Gold mines are poor in- 
deed in comparison 
to 
the 
argosies 
of 


wealth that lay before the men who shall 
exp.oit this uoiimi'ed market of all na- 
tions and climea. 


Same of the ThingsHurdingUs. 
Itis well for our people toknow all the 


peculiar influences that are at 
work 
to 


prejudice 
tbe Eastern 
mind against our 


<c'ty. 
There lives at Niles, Michigan, a 


gentleman who is biessed 
with 
a large 


surplus, and 
who, 
having been 
here, 
-thought favorably of Los Angeles 
as 
a 


growing city that it wocid do to invest in. 
Itseems, 
however, that he 
got the idea 
into his head after he returned home that 
the large number of new business 
houses 


that were being erected 
here belonged to 


Eastern speculators, who had got stuck on 
lots during the time of the boom, 
and 
were trying to make their property pro- 
duce an income by putting up 
business 


blocks. This is a very strange and errone- 
ous notion. 
All the new buildings in the 


business 
part of the city, with very few 


exceptions, have been put up by persons 
who have lived here for ten years and 
over ; and not one of the blocks 
now un- 


der construction belongs to 
the class of 
people 
the 
gentleman 
from Michigan 


names. 
But, aa ifto clinch his objection 


to investing here, the gentleman incloses 
a copy of the clearing house 
returns 


for tbe week 
ending January 
2G, 
1890, 


compared with the returns 
for the cor- 


rfsponding 
week in 
1889, and finding 


that it shows a decrease 
of 31.6 per cent., 


he says, that settles it, and refuses 
to 


bave anything to do with us. 
Now the 


fact 
is that 
several 
flourishing banks 


have been started here 
during the past 


year, the transactions 
of which are not 


included in the business 
returns of the 


clearing house. 
Indeed, out of our fif- 


teen 
banks 
there are now 
seven 
that 


are not in the clearing house at all. The 
fact is, the exchanges 
of the 
clearing 


house in Los Angeles do not at all carry 
a fairidea cf the financial transactions 
in this city. 
Whilst some ofour largest 


banks, such as the National 
California 


and the State Loan and Trust Company, 
are 
outside 
the clearing 
house, 
many 


considerable 
financial transactions 
take 


place here which are not done 
by check. 


Many ofout wealthy 
oi l native Califor- 


nians have never 
adopted 
the methods 


of the Americans in doing their business 
through the banking houses, 
but finger 


the cold cash themselves. 


In tbe meantime, however, 
we would 


advise all our banks to jointhe clearing 
house, 
for the 
weekly 
reports 
of its 


transactions 
have, as we have 
seen 
in 


the case of the Michigan capitalist, a de- 
cided influence upon persons 
desiring to 


make investments 
here.

Single Tax? 


One of the knotty 
problems in Mr. 


George's single-tax 
doctrine 
is that by 


placing all taxation on land 
values he 


claims that the entire taxation willcome 
out of the unearned 
increment 
of lands. 


The unearned increment, 
as 
we under- 


stand it, is the 
difference between 
the 


value of land in its original state and 
its 


increased 
valua when by the aggregation 


and growth of communities it has reached 
its actual 
or highest value. 
Now, the 


value ofland in its original state is noth- 
ing, or at most the usual nominal value 
placed unon public land by the Govern- 
ment. 
Hence, 
if a man owns a piece of 


land 
which from its richness 
and loca- 


tion is worth 
$100 per acre, that would 


actually 
represent 
its unearned 
incre- 


ment. 
If 
our 
definition 
of 
"land 


values" 
as used 
by Mr. George, is cor- 


rect, 
where would there be any differ- 


ence between 
taxing the land at its .full 


value and at 
the value it had acquired 


by virtue of its value from the aggrega- 
tion 
or growth 
of the 
community 
in 


which it is located ? 
We fail to see any. 


Well, let us suppose that Mr. George's 


Isystem is in practice. 
The tax collector 


says to the man who owns this land, you 
bave, ut der the eld system paid a tax of 
say $1 per acre on your land. 
But now, 


in order to meet 
the revenue 
from the 


single tax. and there 
being 
nothing but 
land to tax, I shall 
require 
you to pay 


$10 an acre on your land. 
Very well, 


the 
owner would 
say, I will pay 
you 


that ; but in order 
to get the money to 


meet this increased 
tax Imust charge ten 


times more for what the land produces 
than Idid before. 
Would 
not this be- 


come 
necessarily 
the 
general 
rule, no 


matter whether the land were owned by 
the individual or the community ? 
And 
if so, would not the consumer 
in the end 


pay the increased 
taxation on the land? 


We beiieve 
Ibis conclusion 
to be irre- 


futable. 


Now let us take the case of the citylot. 


AYe will say that the unearned increment 
in the value of the lot is the difference 
between 
its original value when people 


were few here and lots were many. 
Let 


us say that that difference 
Bhowed for a 


sriven 
lot 
an 
advance 
of 
$1,000. 


No 
taxes 
would 
be 
levied 
upon 


improvements, 
or 
anything 
else 
but 


this 
"unearned 
increment." 
Under 


tbe existing system the tax upon this lot 
would be, say, $10; under the single-tax 
rule it would be $100. 
Who would pay 


this increased 
tax of 
$90? 
Not the 


owner of tbe lot, surely. 
He would add 
it to the rents derived from the building 
upon the lot, and the tenants, 
or users 
would pay the increased 
tax. 


So we may takeTfte single-tax 
system 
and apply it to any *jece/ 0£ productive 
land 
in town or coiJKtry, and 
we shall 
find that in the end afl the added taxation 
to land on 
acco/tfnt, 
0f the exemption of 
ail 
other 
vabjes from taxation, 
would 
ultimately 
npon the consumer or the 


user?thp.t 
is 
upon the non-land owner. 
It 
to us 
that this would be the< 


practical 
outcome 
of the single-tax sys- 


'iem, and that it is not avoidable 
by any 


device that could be applied to it. 


We all admit that cur present system 


of taxation is unequal, unjust and atro- 
cious. 
We know 
that the rich 
men do 


not pay their just proportion of the taxes, 
that the great corporations 
and the great 
syndicates 
of capital, and 
the money 


changers, 
the 
land 
holders 
and 
the 


usurers, 
in all conceivable 
ways evade 
their 
just share of the burthens of gov- 


ernment. 
But they do so by shirking 


and by false 
swearing 
or other equally 


odious methods, 
Under the single tax 


system, however, they would be legally 
exsmpt from taxation, and could whistle 
at 
the 
tax collector 
when 
he 
came 


around. 
Whereas 
now they 
do pay 


something, 
under the single tax system 


they wotild pay nothing. 


Tiik grave aud reverend 
seigneurs 
of 


the Council yesterday 
knocked 
out 
his 


honor, 
the Mayor, on the question 
of 


bills contracted 
in defiance of the City 


Charter, 
passing 
them over the veto in 


fine style. 
They next tackled the ques- 


tion of the repairs on the Old City Hall, 
and came 
to the conclusion that they 
were not authorized 
by law. 
They also 


concluded, however, that the contractors 
would feel more comfortable if fhey had 
their money, and they therefore voted to 
pay the bills, maugre the 
informality 


and illegality. 
One of the creditors was 


in the lobby while the 
discussion was 
going on. 
He got up and said that he 


had worked twelve days on remodeling 
the old hall, that his bill was $37, and 
that he donated 
it to the city. 
There is 


no memorandum 
of his generous propo- 


sition 
having been 
accepted. 
On 
the 


whole, it seems to make very little differ- 
ence whether things are authorized 
or 


unauthorized 
with our 
respected 
City 


Fathers. 
In the language ot tbe poet, 


everything 
goes. 
i 


slanders 
In medical 
Publications 
The 
Annals of Hygiene, 
a medical 
magazine 
published in Philadelphia, is 
satirically severe 
on Lou Angeles in'its 
January number. Itadvises the wealthy 
young lady ofPhiladelphia 
who is about 
to establish a new sisterhood formission- 
ary work among 
the negroes 
and Indi- 
ans, to tarn her attention 
to the need 
there is for "missionary work among the 
befuddled citizens 
of Los Angeles, 
Cali- 
fornia." 
Of course this is all very severe 
and very crushing. 
As a reason for this 
burst of satire thb Hygiene quotes a lying 
statement about 
the sewer and sanitary 


conditions of this city from the Journal 
of the American 
Medical Association, as 


follows: 


Los Angeles, Cal., a city of 80,000 peo- 
ple, is almost 
entirely sewerless, 
is fra- 
grant with the 
most 
odorous of smells 
and ravaged by the terrors of diphtheria; 
yet a proposition 
to construct a sewer to 
the sea 
has been 
defeated by a popular 


vote of the citizens. 
We would feel in- 


clined to say, "God help those poor peo- 
ple," did we not know that God will not 
help those who help not themselves. 
In 
many parts of the city the odor at nights 
from 
cesspools 
is so 
strong that it is 
necessary 
to close the windows. 
Henco 
it would seem 
that 
these 
foolish per- 
sons cannot offer the excuse of ignorance 
of the presence 
of an evil in palliation of 


their barbaric refusal toremove it. 


Of course, it is not true that our city is 


almost entirely sewerless. 
A city which 


has twenty-two miles of well-built sewers 
is anything but that. 
And it is an ab- 


solute slander to say that we are, or have 
heen,ravaged 
by the terrors of diphtheria. 


The rest of the libel, abaut 
smells so 


offensive that we bave 
to shut -jur win- 


dows at night, iB compounded 
from the 


falsehood laboratory of the Journal. 
It 


smells worse to heaven 
than any stench 


ever exhaled 
from 
cesspool or sewer 
in 


this 
city. 
Now let us ask our truth- 


loving medical 
friends what lightthey 


have to conclude that because 
the people 


of Los Angeles voted down a sewer prop- 
osition which they considered 
extrava- 


gant and ill-advised, they are lees alive 
to tbe health of their city than the people 
of any Eastern city. 
The people wanted 


to have the sewage 
go to fertilize poor 


lands 
near 
the city that need it. The 


sewer they voted upon 
was to carry the 


sewage eightefn miles, aDd drop it into 
the ocean. 
"We simply did not wish to 


spend over half a million in dumping our 
sewage into the sea when it was wanted 
near 
at hand 
for our poor lands. 
We 


were Iffered no alternative 
proposition, 


and had to either accept 
the proposition 


as a whole or vote it down. 
We did the 


latter. 
But the man who would charge 


us with disregard 
to public health 
be- 


cause we did 60, is either 
a knave or a 


fool. 


The Republicans in the House 
yester- 


day made a round-up of their own party

and 
got a 
quorum 
without 


counting Democrats 
present who refused 


to vote. 
They 
had 
160 members 
pres- 


ent, 
and 
that was enough. 
Of course 


they lost

looked at each other significantly. 
Mrs. 
Tracy was dead. 
The immediate cause 
of her

was 
supposed to be from 
injuries to her heart sustained in the fall 
from the 
window, 
which 
flooded her 
lungs with blood. Itis said that had she 
delayed her movements 
a few minutes 
ladders and mattresses 
and other means 
of safe escape 
would have been at hand. 
Her body was soon removed

avenue. 


MISS TRACY AND THE MAID. 


Almost at the same 
time two bodies 
were taken 
from the burning 
building. 
One was the Secretary's 
daughter,

of the former was found by Chief Parish, 
lying on the floor in the second floorhall, 
at the head of the stairs. 
She had

dently died from suffocation.

brought it safely out into the 
street.

pied last night by Miss Tracy. 
This was

WHERE THE EIRE ORIGINATED. 


The fire originated in the parlor, near 


an open fireplace. 
Whether itoriginated 


from the grate or

known. 
The furnace is in the basement, 


directly beneath 
where 
the fire started, 


and the pipes leading to the upper sto- 
ries pass 
in the rear of the woodwork. 


The firemen generally

1 In the window of Hancock 
Banning'e 


office on Second street, east of Spring, in 
the rear of the 
Southern 
Pacific office, 


there is a model of a Bidewheel 
steamer 


of great 
beauty, which attracts 
a good 


deal of attention on account of its perfect 
lines. 
But few are they now who know 


the ship whose model they are contem- 
plating. 
Itis a ship that has a history. 


When the war broke out the steamer was 
the Vanderbilt and was the property of 
old 
Commodore 
Vanderbilt. 
He 
had 


built her as a speculation, and then took 
a triparound the world in her. 
She was 


as nearly 
perfect 
as the naval architec- 


ture 
of the time could produce, and she 


was a noble ship of probably 4,000 tone 
measurement. 
At 
the 
outbreak 
of 
i the 
war old Vanderbilt 
lent her to the 


Government, 
and 
Congress passed 
such 
eulogistic resolutions 
of thanks that the 
loan became 
to all purposes 
a gift. 
The 


ship was armed as a cruiser 
and put 
in 


commission. 
About that time 
rumors 
regarding the Merrimac, which the Con- 
! federacy 
was 
building on the 
James 


river, began to flood the North. It was 
well understood 
that this great ship 
was 


to sail to New York and lay the 
city 


waste. 
The 
Federal 
Government 
had 
nothing 
to 
match 
her. 
As 
a 


dernier ressort the bigsteamer 
was sent to 


Fortress Monroe to await the appearance 
of the monster Bhip from Norfolk. There 
was no hope for the elegant

Merrimac, but the Yankee 
captain hit 
on a bold scheme. 
He loaded 
his ship 


to the gunwales 
aft,

bows high in air.

out. 
He intended 
to 
steam 
up 


to the big slow monster 
as rapidly as he

His Wife Gets a Decree of 


Divorce from Him. 


THE SEXOAL THEORIST BEATEN. 


Judge Clark Grants 
Mrs. James, 
of 


Long- Beach, 
an 
Absolute 


Decree of Divorce. 


The sensational 
divorce suit of James 


vs. James is too fresh in the minds of the 
people to demand 
being gone over in its 


details. 
For 
a month 
past 
perhaps 


Judge Clark has had the matter of grant- 
ing a divorce 
to Mrs. 
James 
under 


consideration. 
Yesterday a decision was 


handed 
down which grants the decree. 


It is as follows: 


This is 
an action 
for divorce. 
The 


principal question 
is whether the court 


erred in refusing 
to 
grant defendants 


motion for a continuance. 
If the ruling 


upon that motion was not error it would 
seem tc be clear that plaintiff is entitled 
to a judgment as 
prayed 
for. 
Counsel 


forplaintiffin framing his original com 
plaint evidently thought that he was to 
obtain a default judgment, and probably 
wishing to avoid scandal 
and to relieve 


his client from testifying to disagreeable 
facts in court, alleged a part 
only oftbe 


facts constituting the 
cause 
of action. 


This case is not infrequent and is not 
to 


be commended. 
One seeking the aid of 


the courts to dissolve the bonds ofmatri- 
mony should 
allow 
no false 
sense 
of 


delicacy or modesty to 
prevent 
him or 


her from alleging the facts 
constituting 


the cauoe ofaction, in their naked verity. 
Plaintiff was disappointed 
in obtaining 


her default 
judgment. 
The 
defendant 


appeared 
and 
answered, 
denying the 


allegations of the complaint and plead- 
ing a recriminatory 
defense, 
alleging 


adultery 
on the part of plaintiff. 
De- 


fendant 
also 
filed a cross-complaint, 


praying for a divorce from plaintiff. 
On 


the day on which the cause 
was 
set for 


trial plaintiff's time 
to plead to said 


cross-corn plaint had not expired. 
Coun- 


sel upon both sides then stipulated that 
the case might proceed to trialas though 
an answer had been filed by plaintiff to 
the cross-complaint. 


First, denying the allegations 
thereof; 


second, 
pleading 
the statute of limita- 


tions ; 
third, 
pleading 
condonation; 


fourth, pleading 
any matter competent 


as a recriminatory 
defenue. 


This was a loose stipulation, but it has 


an important bearing 
upon the position 


afterwards assumed 
by defendant's coun 
eel, i.e., that they were surprised by the 
order of the Court granting plaintiff 'h 
motion to amend her complaint and re- 
fusing to grant defendant's 
motion for a 


continuance. 
After the reading 
of the pleadings 


plaintiff's counsel 
made 
a preliminary 
statement 
of his line of proof. 
He stated 
that he should 
introduce evidence tend- 
ing to prove tbe facts alleged in the com- 
plaint, and also such a course of conduct 
on the part of the 
defendant as to cause 


great mental suffering on the part of the 
wife, and which would undoubtedly 
con- 


stitute 
extreme 
cruelty, 
as that term is 


used in Civil Code, 
Sec. 94. 
The iacta 


which counsel 
stated 
that he 
should 


prove., beyond 
those 
alleged in the com- 
plaint, were 
in substance 
that the de- 


fendant 
had 
allowed 
and 
encouraged 


promiscuous 
sexual 
intercourse 
at their 


home; 
that he had permitted 
and en- 


couraged his 
cousin, 
a young man, and 


his sister, a young 
woman, while resid- 


ing wnh plaintiff and 
defendant, 
to oc- 


cupy the same 
bed; that the defendant 
entertained, 
or 
pretended 
to 
en- 


tertain, 
advocate 
and 
practice 
a 


peculiar 
doctrine 
of 
the 
relations 


of the 
sexes?a 
doctrine 
so 
at 
odds 
with the 
experience, 
notions 
and 
cus- 


toms of society that for a husband to ad- 
vocate or practice 
it would 
necessarily 


cause a wife great mental 
anguish. 
The 


evidence corresponded 
in substance 
with 


the statement 
of counsel 
aud the allega- 


tions of the complaint. 
No objection was 


made to its introduction, or to the intro- 
duction of any part of it, by defendant's 
counsel, upon the ground that it did not 
correspond 
with the allegations of the 


complaint. 
When 
plaintiff rested, 
the 


defendant moved for a non-suit, which 
motion was denied. 
Plaintiff moved the 


coart for leave to amend his complaint 
to correspond with the proofs, 
and the 


motion 
was 
granted. 
The 
defendant 


then moved for a con'inuance, 
and upon 


the refusal of the court to grant the mo- 
tion, refused to introduce 
any evidence 


to contradict 
the testimony of plaintiff 


and refused to proceed further with the 
case. 


Amotion for a continuance is addressed 


to the sound discretion 
of the court. I 


do not think that there has been an abuee 
of discretion in this instance. 
The fact 


that defendant's 
com eel stipulated that 


the case might proceed to trial upon the 
theory that 
the plaintiff had filed an 


answer 
to the cross complaint, setting 


forth a recriminatory 
defense; 
the fact 


that he allowed the testimony tending to 
prove the facts not alleged in the original 
camplaint to be intrcduced without ob- 
jection upon that 
ground, after having 


heard the opening statement 
of plaintiff's 


counsel, negatives any idea of surprise; 
moreover, no showing upon the motion 
for a continnance 
was made, as required 


by C. 0. P? Sec. 595. 


Counsel for defendant 
urges that the 


prayer of plaintiff's complaint should be 
denied because 
of the absence of corrob- 


orating testimony. 


CivilCode, 
section 
130, reads: 
"No 


divorce can be granted upon the 
default 


of the defendant, 
or upon the'uncorrobor- 


ated statement, 
admission 
or testimony 


of the parties," etc. It must be admit- 
ted that the corroborating 
testimony 
in 


the case is weak, and itis perhaps 
doubt- 


ful if the point is not well taken. 
The 


case is one, however, that demands 
lib- 


eral construction. 
The reason of section 


130 supra is plain. 
Its purpose is to pre- 


vent collusion and 
"consent divorces." 
As was said 
by the 
Supreme Court in 


Mcßlain vs. Mcßlain, 77 Cal., 509: "The 
parties to the action are not the only peo- 
ple interested 
in the result 
of every suit 


for divorce; the policy and the letter of 
the law concur in guarding 
against col- 


lusion and fraud, and it should 
be the 


aim ofthe court to afford the fullest pos- 
sible hearing in such matters." 


But while the policy of the law dis- 


courages 
divorces, 
and 
demands 
that 


the 
marriage 
contract 
should 
not be 


treated 
lightly and 
that 
the 
parties 


thereto should not be permitted 
through 


collusion 
to obtain a judgment of the 


court dissolving the 
same, yet the sec- 


tion of the CivilCode above referred to 
was not intended 
as a shield 
for tbe
